Attorney General Rules Against 
Coffee County Commission 


An advisory opinion issued by the 
Alabama Attorney General's office this 
week stated the Coffee County 
Commission does not have the authority 
to appoint a depository for the funds 
held by the Revenue Commissioner's 
office and the office of the probate 
judge. 

The opinion was requested by 
Revenue Commissioner Ronnie Burns 
in the form of a letter which reads in 
part as follows: 


‘On the first Monday in December, 
1982, the county commission, at their 
regularly scheduled meeting appointed 
as county depositories the Exchange 
Bank of Elba and the Enterprise 
Banking Company of Enterprise. In 
their motion they stated that the 
revenue commissioner and the probate 
judge were to use these two banks for 
their funds. 

“In May, 1982, I went before the 
commission and made application to 
have The Peoples Bank of Elba and the 
Enterprise Banking Company of 
Enterprise, in accordance with Alabama 
Code 11-1-7, to be appointed as 
depositories for all funds held by niy 
office. The commission made and 
seconded a motion to this effect and it 
was passed by a unanimous vote. 

““My contention is this: When the 
county commission appointed the 
depositories in December of 1982, in 
accordance with Alabama code 11-4-41, 
this was for county funds held by the 
county commission in the county 
treasuries, and this motion should not 
have included the funds of my office or 
the probate judge, as these funds are 
what I would term public funds, which 
include county, school, municipal and 
state monies. 1 

“My question is this: does the 
county commission have the authority to 
appoint a depository for the funds held 
by my office or the office of the probate 
judge without our making application 

€ for a change in depositories?"’ 


In the attorney general's Opinion, it 
Stated the answer to the question was in 
the negative. It stated that under the 
Code of Alabarna 1975, Section 
11-1-7(a), the statute clearly states that 
the law requires an application by you 
(county tax collector, county treasurer, 
etc.) prior to the county commission's 
appointing a depository for your funds. 
It should be noted that as county 
revenue commissioner, Burns is 
required to perform the duties of the 
county tax collector. 

In closing. the opinion stated that 
the Code of Alabama 1975, Section 
11-4-41, applied solely to the deposit of

According to 
Marler, very little work had 
been done on the building 
until recently when several 
things were done, including 
refurbishing the fellowship 
hall and providing a well.

Strozier wrote that there 
were several additions to 
Bluff Springs, ‘‘but at almost 
every conference some 
family asked for letters of 
dismission to move to other 
churches."’ 

Marler says times are 
getting better in that respect. 
“We have a non-resident 
membership of around 100, 
while resident members total 
around 30. Lots of people 
come from Elba, including a 
couple that drives from 
Brookdale."’ 

Marler said while they 
have set a goal of 40 for 
Sunday morning worship, 
“our real goal is to reach all 
the people we can for 
Christ."’ 

“We hope we can 
improve our giving to the 
cooperative program 
(mission program)."’ 

“The best thing about us 
is that our small number is 
really dedicated - we've got

County Residents Requested To Tell 
Historical Society Of Historic Sites 


History is becoming 
alive in Coffee County 
according to Mr. Billy 
Bishop, President of the 
Pea River Historical and 
Genealogical Society. Much 
more is known of Coffee 
County's past than as late as 
twenty years ago. 

At one time it was 
thought only a very few 
Indians were in this area. 
Many evidences have been 
found in the county where 
Indians roamed and lived, 
Mr. Bishop states several 
burial places are known to 
some Coffee Countians. 

A lot of history has been 
left behind in the county by 
the first white people. First 
land grants were in the 
Western portion of Geneva 
County, then, the 
Southwestern part of Coffee 
County according to Mr. 
James B. Jolley who is 
gathering data on those land 
grants. Mr. Jolley will 
eventually make this data

available to anyone 
interested through the Pea 
River Historical and 


Genealogical Society Library 


located in the old railroad 
depot and society 
headquarters in Enterprise, 
Alabama. 

Many old homes, 
churches, stores, 


grist mills are still standing 
that have not been made 
known to the society 
according to Mr. Bishop. 
He asks that anyone knowing 
about some of these old 
places to inform Mr. James 
B. Jolley, 209 Westview 
Drive, Enterprise, Al. or 
Mrs. Margaret Hamilton also 
of Enterprise. A picture 
inventory of a portion of 
these old buildings have 
been made by the Southeast 
Alabama Planning and 
Development Commission. 
This will be resumed very 
soon by members of the 
society according to Mr. 
Jolley. 
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Mr. Bishop states that 
Mr. Jolley is studying an old 
pioneer trails map found 
there was possibly a small 
community about three 
fourths of a mile directly 
East of the Calvary Baptist 
Church between Enterprise 
and Clintonville — which 
possibly was Dale Court 
House. A trail led from the 
vicinity of Fort Mithell and 
Union Springs _ passed 
through Dale Court House to 
Kinston to join the trail from 
Fort Gains to Montazuma. 
Mr. Jolley said a Mr. Hardy 
of Kinston helped him in 
studying the map and 
concluded this was the right 
location for Dale Court 
House.

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Herbert Stotes Haire 
died in Elba Thursday night, 
January 6, -1983, the same 
town in which hewas born 69 
yeats ago on February 13, 
1914; and in which he grew 
up, married, rana business, 
and became the father of two 
daughters. 


Stokes had retired not 
quite two years ago in June 
of 1981, and with his 
retirement took out of Elba 
its oldest business - the Elba 
Drug Company. 

The drug swore had been 
his life, having been his 
domain since he was a young 
lad of 16 or so when he 
became the protege and 
apprentice d@ Mr. Dan 
Brooks who wis the druggist 
at that time. 

“He staytd right with 
Mr. Brooks,’ Margaret 
Haire, his vidow, relates. 
“Every step te took, Stokes 
was right tlere.’’ Brooks 
also ran a mile business in 
the location bf the present 
day Marsh Ixsurance Office, 
and Stokes telped take care 
of that also. 

But even though he 
learned the pharmacy 
business and learned to love 
it, as the years passed, he 
saw ‘‘the handwriting on the 
wall,’’ that told him he must 
needs get the proper 
education to become the 
pharmacist he |onged to be. 
And so, in 947 - some 16 
years after he had finished 
high school, le began his 
college pursut of a phar- 
maceutical degree. 


Stokes wasborn in the old 
Lee English 1ouse just off 
Cornelia Wallace Drive 
(Davis Street to W.H. and 
Sally Stokes Eaire, the oldest 
of four chidren: Mary 
Catherine ‘‘"ud'’ now Mrs. 
Frank Allen ff North Wilkes- 


boro, Noth Carolina; 
Bernice - Wrs. R.L. (Dick) 
Hayes of Samson; and 


the ‘‘baby,’ Mrs. Martha 
Hanifan of Council Bluffs, 
lowa, now ieceased. 


Stokes’ family spent a 
short time in Troy in his 
grammar sthool days, where 
his father vas engaged in a 
bottling business. They then 
returned jo Elba and the 
family ga into the hotel 
business with the “‘Old Blue 
Hotel’’ (the area across the 
street from Datiels Gulf). 
Here the family made their 
home for a long ime, Stokes 
finished high school and 
worked for a while with the 
CCC, as did so many folks 
during those depression 
years. During these years he 
became associated with Elba 


Drug. , 


It was aboutthis time that 
a Miss Margret Stevens 
moved to Elbafrom Eufaula 
as the county health nurse, 
and after a coyrtship of three 
years the two were married 
in 1939. Theij first home was 
the house of the corner of 
Putman and Claxton - they 
built it after the original 
house had turned - and there 
they lived until 1973 when 
they buili their present 
home, Imated just off 
Claxton Avenue, near Elba 
General Hospital. The house 
was being built during the 
‘big snow’ of that year. 


_ Stokes bought the Elba 
Drug Company after he and 
Margaret were married, as 
Mr. Brooks became unable to 
run it, ani later died. 

Stokes began his college 
education at Troy State 
Teachers College and 
finished a Auburn, where he 
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was a member of the 
prestigious Rho Chi honorary 
society. He completed his 
formal education in three- 
and-a-half years. 

“He never took a 
vacation that I know of,” 
Margaret commented. ‘‘But 
he loved to farm - work the 
land - and see things grow.”’ 
He also enjoyed carpentry, 
plumbing and _ electrical 
work, renovating old 
buildings, etc. 

Stokes loved children, 
and his pride and joy was his 
own granddaughter, Miss 
Mandy Hargett, age 13, the 
only child of his daughter, 
Sara Priest Haire Hargett of 
Enterprise. The Haires’ 
other child, Mary Stokes 
“‘Baby Sister’’ died in 1975. 
Sara Priest teaches a gifted 
and talented children’s class 
in Enterprise, where Mandy 
is a student at Enterprise 
Junior High School. 


Margaret retired from the 
nursing profession in 1946 
when her first child was 
born. She too is a pharma- 
cist, earning her license 
under the new obsolete 
“Grandfather Clause.’’ That 
is, she worked under the 
supervision of a registered 
pharmacist (her husband) for 
over 25 years, thus earning 
her right to a licensed 
pharmacist degree. She had 
received her nursing degree 
from Vanderbilt University, 
and had been health nurse in 
Bullock County before 
coming to Coffee. 


“‘He had never been sick 
much in his life,’’ Margaret 
remembered, ‘‘until he had 
the shingles in August of 
1982. He did get over that, 
but continued to feel tired 


and listless. I really didn’t 
realize he was feeling that 
badly.” 


‘He loved the Methodist 
Church -"’ said Margaret “ - 
he was finance director there 
when he died and he 
enjoyed the AARP. He was a 
charter member of the 
Rotary Club, a city council- 
man from October 1952 until 
October 1956; was a member 
of the Elba Industrial Board, 
where he was active and 
influential in obtaining the 
Kleinert's plant for Elba. 


Folks in Elba whose lives 
were interwoven with Stokes 
Haire’s are numerous, but 
several of these are Kimmie 
Dorsey, Oscar Vaughan and 
Paul Windham. 

“I've been knowing 
Stokes for over 50 years,”’ 
Dorsey remarked. The two 
became friends when Dorsey 
came to Elba as a 
sixth-grader. Stokes was in 
high school at the time, but 
he and his friends let Dorsey 
tag around with them. 

An incident that stands 
out for Kimmie is the time 
the enterprising young 
men built themselves the 
traditional ‘‘fort’’ or ‘‘cabin’’ 
up on Whitewater Creek. 
They were given an old 
building located near the city 
pool, and they tore it down, 
board by board, carefully 
marking,each one to be used 
later. They also saved each 
nail. This was significant to 
Kimmie, because much like 
the Tom Sawyer fence-paint- 
ing deal, the group 
designated the little fella as 
their ‘official nail- 
straightener."’ He carried 
out his title with pride and 
joy. 

Stokes tagged this one- 
room structure ‘‘Nubbin 
Ridge,’’ and the boys spent 
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many happy hours there, 
even cooking on a _ pot- 
bellied stove they scrounged 
up. WHAT they cooked was 
rather hard to come by, 
Kimmie relates, as ‘‘it was 
hard times, and there was no 
money; so sometimes we 
would stroll by Will 
Brunson’s house, and rather 
accidentally run one of his 
chickens down toward our 
hut. We'd then make a stop 
by the coal pile at school, and 
that night we'd have a 
feast!"’ 

If it happened to be 
raining, however, someone 
had to hold a bucket over the 
stove while someone else 
cooked, for the holes in the 
tin roof didn't keep out the 
rain! 

‘‘We hunted together,’’ 
Dorsey continued. “My 
folks let me go off with 
Stokes, for they felt he would 
look after me. And he did. 

“He had a little dog 
named ‘‘Heinz’’ (57 var- 
ieties), and he loved that 
little dog. He was our 
constant companion. One 
day we were way back in the 
woods, sitting under a tree, 
watching for squirrels. 
Stokes had a .22 rifle, and he 
just casually pointed it at 
Heinz’ head and clicked it. It 
was on safety, but I told him 
not do that, it was dan- 
gerous. ‘Naw,’ he said, ‘it 
won't go off.’ But, the next 
time he pulled the trigger, it 
did go off and his little dog 
was killed. Well, we toted 
Heinz about five miles out of 
the woods, took him home 
and had a big funeral. All of 
us sure did cry, too.’’ 


‘Stokes’ mother would 
cook anything we took home - 
including eel - and we'd eat 
ites 

Another incident in the 
lives of the friends occurred 
one Christmas. ‘‘We had no 
money for firecrackers,’’ 
Dorsey said, ‘‘and we 
decided to make our own. 
We got a five-gallon lard can 
and nailed it atop a fence 
post in Stokes’ back yard (the 
hotel). We then got some 
carbide from the machine 
shop across the street, threw 
it in with about a quart of 
water, made a hole in the top 
with a nail, took a match and 
lite ite? The ensuing 
explosion was enough to 
bring the police running, and 
when they came, they 
scattered the merry-makers! 

“That sure was a dan- 
gerous thing to do,’’ Dorsey 


remarked laughing, ‘‘but of 
course we didn’t think about 
that then.”’ 

He accented the kind of 
man Stokes Haire was, 
the benevolent side of him. 
**No one will ever know all he 
did for so many people,’’ he 
said. 


‘I've known Stokes all 
my  life,’’ said Oscar 
Vaughan. ‘‘We grew up on 
the square together and were 
friends. 

‘He was an outstanding 
person, a very interesting 
man, one of the nicest people 
I've ever known. He had a 
vivid |§ memory - he 
remembered everything he 
read or saw; and could quote 
rhymes, old poems; he had a 
ready wit about him - he 
could tell a good story!’’ 

Vaughan remembers the 


time Stokes sat down next to 
him at Rotary and the 
speaker was a Baptist 


minister. The preacher was 
relating the quote about ‘‘the 
saddest words of man....’’, 
Stokes remarked that the 
saddest words he’d ever 
heard were ‘Deal me out, 
boys, I’m broke,’ whereupon 
Vaughan reminded him that 
was a Baptist preacher up 
there. Undaunted, Stokes 
shot back with, ‘Well, I really 
don’t know that - all I know is 
what the older boys tell 
me’,”’ 


“‘He was always learning; 
if he didn’t know anything, 
he went to school and 
learned about it. In fact he 
was enrolled at Enterprise 
State Junior College at the 
time of his death.’’ 


“He had a plan and he 
worked his plan.’’ Vaughan 
related. “He was a 
successful person, but he 
was not stuckup. He followed 
the rules of his profession to 
a‘T.’ If you didn’t have the 
necessary prescription, you 
didn’t get the medicine.’’

Many times as a preacher 
{ am asked the questions,

New Brockton

The New Brockton 
Methodist Church had a 
work day last week - in the 
yards and around the 
parsonage.

Founded as early as 1857, 
Bluff Springs Baptist Church 
is located in the extreme 
northern corner of Coffee 
County, 12 miles north of 
Elba, and three miles west of 
the Troy Highway. An old 
church with a _ lengthy 
history, it has as its present 
pastor, Donnie Marler, a 
Native of the Newbia 
Community. 

Marler came to Bluff 
Springs in September of 
1981. Though he never 
attended a Baptist seminary 
to prepare for the ministry, 
Marler said he ‘‘felt God 
wanted me to be more than a 
church member."’ 

“Il had done some lay 
speaking in my home church 
in Newbia,”’ Marler 
explained. ‘‘Weed Baptist 
Church in Crenshaw County 
called, originally just to fill 
in. 

Marler answered their 
request by filling in on the 
second Sunday in February, 
1978, and soon the people 
were thinking about some- 
thing more permanent.

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Corn HybridsIn Alabama 


Corn farmers who appre- 
ciate the im ce of plant- 
ing the right hybria will be 
interested in a new Auburn 
University publication 

g on the annual corn 
hybrid testing program of the 
Alabama Agricultural 
Experiment Station. 

Entitled ‘‘Performance of 
Corn Hybrids in Alabama 
1982,’’ the publication lists 
hybrids that have performed 
satisfactorily in northern, 
central, and southern regions 
of Alabama. The information 
is available from substations 
of the Experiment Station, 
county Extension Service 
officers, and seedsmen, or 


_ copies of the report may be 


obtained by writing to the 

Agricultural 
Station, 101 
Comer Halli, Auburn Univer- 
sity 36849. 

The performance of 
hybrids varies with location 
and years, researchers Cliff 
Currier, W.C. Johnson, and 
Darrell Williams state in the 
Auburn report. Therefore, 
long-term averages are more 
reliable than one-year 
performance. Three-year 
regional averages are 
considered a reliable evalua- 
tion of the _ relative 
performance of hybrids. 

A composite _ rating 
system was used to assemble 
a list of acceptable hybrids. 
The 3-year regional average 
grain yield was used as a 
base point. Lodging, quality, 
and ear height are other 
performance ratings con- 
sidered. 

The recommended 
hybrids are not all equal in 
performance. Some are out- 
standing in one or more 
characteristics; while others 
may not be obviously out- 
standing, they might possess 
a satisfactory combination of 
all characteristics. 

The 1982 regular corn 
hybrid test and preliminary 
corn test aimed for a plant 
population of 20,000 plants 
peracre. They were planted 
in two-row plots, 20-30 feet 
long and with 36-40 inches 
between rows. For irrigated 
tests conducted at Headland, 
the researchers used a plant 
population of 26,000 per 
acre 


Viral disease ratings were 
made on entries in the corn 
hybrid test at the Black Belt 
Substation, Marion Junction, 
the Tennessee Valley Substa- 
tion, Belle Mina, and the 
Upper Coastal Plain Substa- 
tion, Winfield. These areas 
are subject to maize dwarf 
mosaic virus and maize 
chlorotic dwarf virus to a 
greater extent than the rest 
of the State. 

The following hybrids 
have been tested at least 
three years and are listed in 
descending order of three- 
year average yield for each 
region:

Despite Economic Pinch... . 


Loan Delinquency Rates Low 


Farmers across the nation 
are feeling the pinch of high 
production costs and low 
commodity prices, however 
overall Federal Land Bank 
delinquency rates for 
farmers in the area remain 
low, according to Warner L. 
Bruner, Jr., president of the 
Federal Land Bank of New 
Orleans. His bank holds 
49% of the entire farm real 
estate debt in the states of 
Alabama, Mississippi, and 
Louisiana. 


The bank primarily 
makes loans to farmers and 
ranchers but is also authoriz- 
ed to make rural home loans 
in the district it serves. The 
cooperative financial institu- 
tion currently has almost 
40,000 loans outstanding for 
more than $3 billion. 


Bruner acknowledged a 
slight increase in deliquent 
loans which rose from an 
average of 2% in 1981, to 
2.5% by year-end 1982. 
Concern for the problems 
facing farmers has caused 
the Land Bank to turn its 
attention from new business 


development to loan 
servicing over recent 
months. 


“The Land Bank has a 
long-standing policy which 
calls for us to stand by our 
borrowers during difficult 
times and to exercise every 
possible means of helping 
them get back on their feet,’’ 
declared Bruner in explan- 
ing the shift in attention to 
loan servicing. He said 
members of his staff and the 
33 Federal Land Bank Asso- 


ciations located in the three- 
State area are geared up to 
work with the farmers in 
analyzing credit problems in 
order to help them find 
solutions to their financial 
problems. 

“We'll work with farmers 
as long as there is any 
reasonable hope that they 
can work out their 
delinquencies,’’ Bruner said, 
adding that forclosure is 
initiated only as a last resort 
to protect the bank’s invest- 
ment and loan portfolio. 
“There will obviously be 
some farmers who will not 
survive the current economic 
crunch, This is unfortunate, 
but when it happens we will 
work with the farmer and his 
other creditors to bring about 
an orderly liquidation,’’ he 
stated. 


Horticulture Tips 


THATCH REMOVAL 

You should be 
thinking about removing the 
thatch from your lawn. 
Thatch is a buildup of dead 
gtass that is just above the 
surface of the ground. 

If the thatch is % to % 
inch thick, it will prevent 
water and fertilizer from 
going into the ground. 
Therefore, the removal of 
thatch is necessary to have a 
real healthy lawn. It is alsoa 
good place for disease to get 
Started. 

Mechanically removing 
this thatch is recommended. 
This should be done before 
the grass puts out in the 
spring. The thatching 
machine should be adjusted 
so that the tines will just 
barely strike the surface of 
the ground, After the thatch 
is removed, then you will 
want to apply your fertilizer 
or lime as needed. 

I also get many inquiries 
about burning the lawn in the 
spring. This practice helps 
to control some of the thatch, 
but most of the time the 
thatch will not burn because 
itis too damp. Burning also 
creates a problem of ashes 
being tracked in the house if 
you have children. 

If may not be necessary 
to thatch every year. But 
again, this depends on how 
much growth you had during 
the past year. Bermudagrass 
and Zoysiagrass lawns need 
thatching more often than 
Centipede.

SOIL PREPARATION 

Good soil preparation is 
necessary to incorporate 
lime, plant nutrients and 
organiz matter into the plow 
layer of soil and to condition 
the soil for easy planting and 
cultivation. The soil should 
be turned at least 8 inches 
deep and broken up into a 


fine granular mass. If you 
have only a small area, you 
will find the spading fork a 
useful tool in preparing the 
soil, Roto-spaders and small 
tractors may be needed for 
preparing land for large 
gardens.

Bruner said the number 
of foreclosures is not signi- 
ficant considering the total 
number of loans on the 
books. Of some 40,000 loans 
outstanding, the bank had 45 
foreclosures during 1982. 
‘Farmers in our area have 
an extremely good track 
record in working to meet 
their credit obligaitons,’’ 
said the bank president. 
“This record must be taken 
into consideration in order to 
keep the current situation in 
the proper perspective.’’ 

The number of bankrupt- 
cies were also up in the 
district according to Bruner, 
with some 127 borrowers 
declaring bankruptcy. The 
figure is also relatively low 
when compared to the 
number of loans outstanding. 

In the meantime, the 
demand for loans had declin- 
ed _ significantly. During 
1982, the bank closed 
approximately 3,200 loans 
for $435 million. This was a 
sharp decline from 1981 
when more than 6,000 loans 
were closed for $882 million. 

“Farmers tend to limit 
expansions and _ capital 
improvements during 
periods of adversity,’’ stated 
Bruner. ‘‘This is when a lot 
of belt tightening takes place 
and much of our loan 
demand is for refinancing of 
existing debt for term exten- 
sion or consolidation.’’ 

The banker said there are 
indications that conditions 
will improve as a result of a 
decrease in the cost of funds 
which has enabled the bank 
to lower interest rates and 
service fees. 

Meanwhile, James S. 
Pridgen, Jr., president of the 
Federal Land Bank Associa- 
tion of Enterprise, which 
services Land Bank loans 
locally, stated his delin- 
quency rate for 1982 was 
3.36% of the total loan 
volume, The association had 
more than $90 million in 
loans outstanding to more 
than 1700 borrowers. 

James S. Pridgen, Jr. 
said his association had four 
foreclosures during the year 
and approximately five 
borrowers declared 
bankruptcy. The association 


served the counties of 
Coffee, Crenshaw, Geneva 
and Pike.

Mrs. Pat Chirico, a 
correctional officer at the 
Julia Tutwiler Institute for 
females in Wetumpka, 
Alabama, recently came to 
Zion Chapel to talk to the two 
8th grade civic classes about 
her duties as an officer at the 
institution and about what 
happens to an inmate once 
they enter the institution. 
But this didn’t seem to be 
enough to fulfill such an 
interesting subject, so I was 
able to interview 
Mrs. Chirico and to talk to 
her about how she received 
the job, what she does at her 
job, and about the life and 
treatment of the inmates. 

In order to apply for a job 
as a correctional officer Mrs. 
Chirico had to take a test to 
get on the state roster. Once 
on the roster she was issued 
a number, and then had to 
wait until her number was 
selected. After her number 
was selected she then 
attended a six week training 
course at the Correctional 
Academy in Selma, 
Alabama. The course con- 
sisted of an agility (physical 
fitness) test, first aid, fire 
arms qualification and 
academic. During the six 
weeks the first test she took 
was the agility test. This was 
to see if she was physically 
capable to uphold the job asa 
correctional officer. Each 
person was allowed three 
tries to pass the agility test, 
if they failed to pass in the 
three tries they were sent 
home and couldn't continue 
the course. The second test 
was the fire arms test. This 
was to test her ability with 
various fire arms and also if 
you couldn’t continue the 
course. The second test was 
the fire arms test. This was 
to test her ability with 
various fire arms and also if 
you couldn't pass this test 
you were sent home and 
discontinued from the 
course. The third test she 
took was the academic test 
consisting of various require- 
ments in the correctional 
field. On Thursday of the 
last week of training, Mrs. 
Chirico took her final exam 
which would determine if 
she was eligible tor a job as a 
correctional officer. Each 
person was not told until 
Thursday night if they 
passed the test, and if they 
didn’t pass the test they were 
then sent home and could not 
graduate the following 
Friday night. Mrs. Chirico 
passed every test on her first 
try and graduated on the 
Friday night. Then she was 
assigned to the Tutwiler 
Institute for Females. Once 
at the institute she had to 
undergo an eight day 
training period, and until this 
training period was over she 
was not allowed to handle 
any keys to any cells at the 
institute. 


Civic Classes 


Mrs. Chirico’s primary 
responsibility as a 
correctional officer at the 
institute is the safety and 
security of the inmates, and 
at this point there are 
approximately 280 inmates 
ranging from ages 18 to 65. 
The crimes of the inmates 
consist of anywhere from 
fraudulent credit cards to 
murder. Mrs. Chirico says 
she enjoys everything about 
her work, and that no two 
nights are ever the same. 
When asked about her 
relationship with the inmates 
she replies, ‘‘It’s important 
to remember that each 
inmate is an individual and 
must be dealt with 
accordingly. An officer at all 
times should be _ fair, 
friendly, and frank. It is also 
important to show respect to 
the inmate and the inmates 
property and in most cases 
that inmate will respect you 
in return.”’ 

When a new inmate is 
brought to the institution for 
admittance they are 
completely stripped and 
checked completely to see 
that there is no form of 
weapon anywhere on the 
body. The person is then 
issued a hospital gown and 
one pair of underpants and is 
escorted immediately to a 
new arrival unit where they 
undergo every type of 
medical test possible. They 
stay at this point until all 
medical tests are taken care 
of and the time may vary 
from two weeks to a month. 
After all medical business is 
cleared they are assigned to 
a dorm area and assigned to 
a job. 

The inmates in the 
institution are afforded many 
opportunities such as the 
G.E.D., college courses, 
1.B.M., floor design, 
cosmetology and typing, all. 
located within the institution, 
the inmate may take any of 
these courses but they are 
still responsible for their jobs 
that may vary from sweeping 
the floors to working in a 
factory. Every inmate is 
allowed a certain number of 
items such as civilian clothes 
and shoes however, at 
certain tithes they must be 
dressed in their state whites. 
These certain times include 
when they have visitors or if 
they are attending court. In 
their cells they have a singie 
bed, a foot locker and a night 
stand; and a certain number 
of the units are checked or 
shook down every eight hour 
shift. Every inmate has 
clean _ clothes, medical 
facilities, dental facilities and 
a well-balanced diet. 

At all times an officer is 
on the look out for any type of 
contraband, anything against 
rules and regulations, and if 
such contraband is found it 
goes into a book along with 
the inmates name and the

These 
people have shown much 
desire for her adjustment 
here in relation to her health 
problems and need for close 
monitoring of condition 
changes. Without sounding 
boastful, I will relay Mrs. 
Nettie’s statements to the 
effect that she is well- 
Satisfied, well-cared for and 
well-fed (as reflected by a 
much needed approximately 
20 pounds weight gain in two 
months). Her room is No. 15 
and she states this is ‘‘just 
like home."’ 


Mrs. Nettie is one of 
eight living children. Their 
parents were Alex and 
Minnie Hawkins Smith. Mr. 
Smith was originally from St. 
Augustine, Florida, but 
moved to this area at the age 
of two. Therefore, south 
Alabama would be con- 
sidered his home. Brothers 
and sisters are: Burie Smith,. 
Union Springs, AL; Bonnie 
Johnson . Marler, Elba; 
Myrtle Meachum, Brantley, 
AL; Katherine Crocker, 
Columbus, GA; Mary Alice 
Okef, Cincinnati, Ohio; 
Jessie Smith, Elba; and 
Marvin Smith, Elba. 

Childhood for this lady 
was spent mostly in the 
Curtis Community. She 
attended the country schools 
located in Curtis and Basin. 
She did not complete school 
due to her mom’s illness and 
her need to be at home.

Tippee E. Blocker and 
approximately two - three 
years later, they were 
married, on October 1, 1932.

***Black History salutes 
Oscar DePriest, U.S. 
Congressman 1929-1934, 
Oscar DePriest rose to 
prominence as a_ national 
leader in 1929 when he 
became the first Negro 
eiected to Congress from the 
North. He was the first 
Negro to win a seat in 
Congress since George H. 
White of North Carolina who 
served from 1897 to 1901. 

Oscar DePriest was born 
to Alexander R. and Mary 
(Karsner) DePriest on March 
9, 1871, in Florence, 
Alabama. In 1877 the family 
moved to Salina, Kansas. 
DePriest had attended the 
public schools in Alabama 
and finished a business and 
bookkeeping course at 
Kansas High. 

Spirited and eager, the 
17-year-old DePriest, in 
search of freedom, ran away 
with two White boys to 
Dayton, Ohio. Tiring of his 
companions, he left them 
abruptly to go to Chicago in 
1889, where he became a 
painter and master 
decorator. 

While in Congress, 
DePriest did not introduce 
many bills, but he was ever 
preoccupied with a sincere 
concern to improve the 
Negro's lot. He usually 
voted Republican, but in 
local politics he shifted from 
Republican to Democratic 
candidates whenever he 
thought it expedient and 
beneficial to Negroes. 

A tall, robust man, 
DePriest was a member of 
the Presbyterian Church and 
a member of the Grand 
Lodge of Elks. After a long 
and useful life he quietly 
passed away May 12, 1951, 


at his home in Chicago.

Bill works with 
Nationwide Trailers which 
builds homes similar to 
house trailers. She stated 
her sons settléd in Florida 
due to job availabilities and 
opportunities. 

As far as Mrs. Nettie’s 
job opportunities, she has 
farmed, along with domestic 
duties. While her husband 
and son were in service, she 
worked at ‘‘Lucy’s’’ or 
“Aunt Lucy’s’’ Cafe near 
Dorsey Trailers. For anyone 
not familiar with ‘‘Lucy’s’’ at 
Dorsey Trailers, this was a 
well-known little cafe that 
served the employees for 
many years. For a short 
period of time, she and Mr. 
Tippee lived in Florida, in 
and around the town of 
Leesburg. During this time 
she worked as a nurse’s aide 
in a nursing home. She 
stated at this time she 
realized the importance of a 
nursing home and has always 
felt a closeness to this type of 
home setting. 

Mr. Tippee died when 
they had been married 32 


years. 
Home for Mrs. Nettie 
prior to nursing home 


admission was the Kendrick 
Apartments located here in 
Elba. She moved there in 
1970. She always enjoyed 
her neighbors and the many 
friendships she formed. 
Church affiliation is with

herein Elba. She has been a 
part of this church for many, 
many years and was one of 
many members who shared 
in the development of the 
new and beautiful church 
building. She hopes her 
present stable health status
